THE JAPANESE SOLDIER. 


He Has Three Meals a Day and Can 


Buy Wine and Beer at the 
Canteens. 


{Cologne Gazette:] The Japanese 


soldier eats three meals a day, and his 
vaunted abstemiousness is a legend. 
In former times he was satisfied with 
a little rice, but now 


prepared rice; the custom is to give him 
cooked rice 


with decorticated grain, 
which, by the way, he likes leas than 


pure rice. This diet is prescribed to in- 
crease his physical strength, and to 
guard him against beri-beri. At present 


the Jap soldier is served with fish and 


meat. For breakfast he has boiled corn 
and rice, 
Vv tables. 


soup and preserved 
For dinner he has fish, 

pat, boiled rice and corn, and cooked 
vegetables. For supper the menu of 


‘the dinner is repeated. Consequently 
the Jap soldier si 


eeps comfortably. 
In addition to this, he has the privil- 


lege of buying bread at the canteen. It 


is generaliy white bread, which he calls 


pan. He hates black bread, or kuorpan, 
as he calls . He can also procure at 


the canteen a sort of sweet biscuit, 
katapan, about as large as the palm of 
the hand and as thick as the little fin- 


ger. The canteen is run by the corpo- 
ralg and under officers, who have the 
same fare as the soldiers. Rice wine 


and beer can be also had at the can- 
teen. On New Year’s Day, the anni- 
versary of the foundation of the em- 
the birthday of the Mikado, 

troops get carefuliy-prepared ra- 
tions, including a cake of soft rice, a 
white cake and a red cake and kata- 
pans, in addition, of course, to the 
usual fare. So it appears that fish, 
meat, rice and corn form the nourish- 
ment of the Japanese soldiers, a nour- 
ishment far superior to that of the or- 
dinary Jap. in the barracks the sol- 


dier sleeps in a wooden bed with a 


woolen covering. 

In time of war, on the day of mobili- 
zation, the Jap trooper receives a red 
bed covering. In his sack, which has 
many little pockets, he carries dry 


crushed rice and salted prunes. He has 


a bamboo tube filled with water. The 
company wagon carries, in addition to 
dried vegetables, dried fish, preservea 
meat, chojou (extract of beans,) wine

The bivovacs are arranged in a man- 
ner to procure the Freatest possible 
comfort. The officers and men are sup- 
plied with furniture made of braidea

They cook the 
meals for the soldiers and care for the 
wounded. Among them are many 


now organized for the 
firat time, renders excellent service. The 
soldier is forbidden to mention the regi- 
ment to which he belongs or the place 
from which he starts.

LEGENDARY HISTORY. 
The legendary history of this idol is 


plain as sapphire. 

This priceless image was given by 
the King of Magadha to the Chinese 
Emperor for his timely assistance 
when the Yavanas were ovérrunning 
the plains of India. From Peking it 
was brought as her dowry by Princess 
Konjo in the seventh century. The 


Tsong-kapa himself in the early part 
of the fifteenth century, and the in- 
numerable golden ornaments which 
heap the Khilkor before the image .are 
the presents of pious Buddhists from 
the earliest days to the present time. 
Among them are twenty-two large 
butter-lamps, eight of a somewhat 
smaller size, twelve bowls, two “Pre- 
clous Wheels of the Law,” and a mul- 
titude of smaller articles all of the 
same metal. 

These are arranged on the three 
shelves of the Khilkor, and the taller 
articles conceal the whole of the 
image from his shoulders downward. 
To this fact may perhaps be due the 
common, but mistaken description of 
the Jo as a standing figure. Across 


and across his breast innumerable 
necklaces of gold, set With turquoises, 
ls and coral.

‘statue of the guardian ess, Pal- 
den-Lhamo, is worshiped. 

This is a most amazing figure. The 
three-eyed goddess, crowned with 
skulls, grins affably with mother-of- 

rl teeth from her altar; upon her 
ead and breast ure jewels which the 
Jo himself might condescend wear. 
Eight large, square charm boxes of 
gold gems, two pairs of gold-set tur- 


length, and a diamond-studded fillet on 
the brow beneath the crown are per- 
“haps the most conspicuous ornamenss. 
Her breastplate of turquoise and cor- 
als is almost hidden by necklaces, and 
a huge irregular pearl, strongly re- 
esmbling the “Dudley” jewel in shape, 
is at last distinguishable in the center 
leaf of her crown.

Certainly one would suppose that 
there was need of Macaulay's 
“Essay on Milton” and “Essay on Ad- 
Aion. It would seem to us that we 
have seen these masterpieces printed 
all too often even for masterpieces, 
and new edition seems to follow upon 
the heels of new edition until there is 
not room to hold them all: And yet 
there is doubtless sufficient excuse— 


print. Each new edition must neces- 
sarily mean that the essays will fall 
into new hands, and with each new 


accompanied by notes, as are all the 
reprints of classics intended for class 
use. Beller that these essays should 
be read for own sake, as pieces 
of literature,” writes the editor, “and 
that they can be understood and ar- 
preciated without a full knowledge of 
all allusions and references, I have 
avoided profuse annotation.”

THE FUTURE OF THE SUN. 


It is with a purely philosophic and impersonal interest 
that most of us regard the physicist’s dictum as to the 


future of the sun. If he has three million years of life, 


at the least computation, before him, he is certain to 
Furthermore, it is highly probable 
that there is some radium in the solar composition, and 
this promises to make an indefinite addition to his term 
of life. The reader will remember, of course, that the 
figure above mentioned is reached on the assymption 
that the solar heat is due to the gravitational shrink- 
age which has been ceaselessly occurring ever since the 
solar nebula was first formed. 

But the distinguished American astronomer, Prof. 8. 
P. Langley, has lately found reason to doubt the com- 
mon assumption that at any rate nothing is iikely to 
happen to the sun in our time. He has recently pub- 
lished a monograph which seemse to show that in 
March, 1908, contemp ly with a marked increase 
of sun spots, there occurred a rapid fall in the amount 
of solar radiation, and that thereafter the radiation con- 


oars 


tinued to be about 10 per cent. less than before. If this 


were so, the mean temperature ‘of the earth should have 
been diminished by about seven degrees centigrade, and 
he actually firds, by comparing the observations made 
at eighty-nine stations distributed over the north tem- 


an wamistakable average decrease of

temperature has occurred. 


The instruments employed by Prof. Langley for re- 
cording the solar radiations are almost incredibly deli- 
cate. It is said that his bolometer will record the rise 
in temperature due to radiation from a human face dis- 
tant a quarter of a mile! Everything seems to show 
that his work may heip to give meteorology some degree 
of that prophetic power in which it is at present so con- 
spicuously deficient. But apart from such results, we 
may contemplate with respectful interest, not untinged 
with alarm, investigations which seem to show that 
causes which we do not understand, and which we are 
certainly impotent to control, may actually diminish by 
as much as one-tenth the amount of those ether waves 
upon which the present and future existence of human- 
ity depends.

A member, whether he be Senator or Representative, 
profits, as a rule, directly in proportion to the distance 
from Washington at which he lives. At the beginning 
and end of each session he draws 5 cents the mile on this 
distance, with which to pay his railroad fare when he 
comes to the capital and when he leaves it. Of courte 
he uses a pass, and this mileage drawn from fhe public 
treasury is saved. If he lives on the Pacifie Coast it 
amounts to hundreds of dollars a year.

This nest was in the pampas 
grass, where the sunlight came in streaks. This is the 
way most birds have of adapting the choice of nest- 
ing material to the condition of sunlight. Sunbeams 
slanting through the grass are white, and so white strips 
in the nest are unnoticed by the passer-by. White nests 
in @ dark, thick hedge would reveal secrets. Often in 
spring I have seen the lazy lizard climb the stems of the 
pampas grass and sunning itself close to the sparrow's 
nest. But sparrow understands and gives no sign of 
alarm. Lizards eat only insects. Here is a young song 
sparrow on a finger perch. See how large its feet are, 
reminding one of the limbs of a young colt. Both colt 
and bird have future use for such feet and legs. Song 
sparrows love the ground they walk on and fly as sei- 
dom as the towhee if they are given time to escape by 
running. This young bird looks as if it had “feelers” 
straight out from its nose, like a grasshopper. But 
these seeming feelers are only tatters from the first 
coat of down, not yet worn off or fallen out. Many 
young birds are recognized by these little tufts of down 
on the head long after the feathers are intact.

DRAMATIC T. HRILLER S. 


MEN WuHo WRITE Turm FoR THEATERS FIND 


THAT IT Pars. 
en York Sun:! Four men who make a business of 


‘writing thrillers for the popular price theaters and find 


that it pays are Theodore Kremer, Charles Taylor, 
Charles E. Blaney and Hal Reid. First among them is 
Mr. Kremer, with a record of thirty-five melodramas in 
the eight years that have passed since he took up play- 
writing. Mr. Taylor is second, with thirty-two; Mr. 
Reid next, with thirty, and Mr, Blaney last with twen- 
ty-three. All the men are still young and vigorous. 

Mr. Blaney, however, is regarded as the richest of 
them all. Unlike the others he produces his own plays 
and collects his own royalties. He has ten companies 
on the road. 

It was by chance that Mr. Kremer entered the melo- 
dramatic field: Al Woods, formerly of the theatrical 
firm of Sullivan, Harris & Woods, was looking for a man 
to write a m@lodrama chock full of stirring situations 
and thrills. He had the title of the play, The Bowery 
After Dark,” and needed someone to furnish the drama. 

He communicated with several playwrights of repu- 
tation, but all seemed too busy or too proud to take the 
“Job. Eventually the trail led to Mr. Kremer, who ex- 
pressed unlimited confidence in his ability to produce 
the desired results. Having outlined his ideas Mr. 
Woods left the matter in the hands of Mr. Kremer. In 
a short time Mr. Kremer completed the play and submit- 
ted it to Mr. Woods for approval. 

The verdict was favorable and the play was accepted. 

The method of the writer of a thriller differs from that 
of the ordinary playwright. Often the maker of one of 
these dramas receives from lithographs his inspiration 
for his theme and plot. Woods believes this method 
essential to the success of the production. 

He usually conceives several situations, goes to an art- 


ographs are completed he gives copies of the posters to 
the author with instructions to write the play around 
the advertising sheets. Sometimes be“ furnishes the 
title, too. 


the lithographs the more apt is the play to make a hit, 
he believes. Occasionally a time limit is placed on the 
completion of the drama, usually from one to six weeks.

Whether the play is 
accepted or not, this bonus is paid. Some authors sell 
dramas outright for sums as high as $10,000.

“I have no set rules for writing,” said Mr. Kremer to 
“I simply find out what the public 
wants and go ahead.

“An audience wants to laugh and cry just so long. 
If you go farther than a certain time the scenes will be 
lost and your chances of success are hampered. 

“In the popular-priced theaters the audience wants ac- 
tion and plenty of it. As soon as you allow any of your 
scenes or situations to flag you will be unable to hold 
the interest. 

“No matter how impracticable the scenes may be, give 
the peopfe in front action. Of course, there is a limit to 
exaggeration, but remember that the average theater- 
goer, especially the one who likes melodramas, does not 
stop to think about accuracy of detail or proper charac- 
terization. All he wants is to be entertained, and if you 
do this you will succeed as a playwright. 

“Give him pa and humor in small doses, and al- 
ternate them so fast that he will have no time to get 
bored. | 

“I try to be as true to life in the minor incidents of my 
plays as possible. If you don’t do this, all your pathos 
and humor will be lost. No matter how you crowd your 
thrilis and situations, these bits must be there. Human 
nature is human nature the whole world over, and even | 
so-called sensational melodrama must contain.a quota 
of it. 

“I come across excellent stage material almost every 
day of my life. If it appeals to me I make a note of it 
for future reference.

Blaney was in the cut-rate brokerage business in Co- 
lumbus, O., before he began writing for the Stage. His 
first play was a farce called A Railroad Ticket.? He 
made a small fortune out of it. He has been writing for 
Afteen years, and never had any stage training prior to 
his first production. 

Taylor's forte is plays containing western characters. 
He has been ranchman, scout and stage driver in the 
West. He was once an actor in a company headed by 
Dr. Carver, the rifle shot. His best plays from a finan- 
oot Point of view are “From Rags to Riches” and “King 
of the Opium Ring.”

** HAT do you think of the peccafies?” I asked 

W. Bill Ellis on hig return from a hunt in 
Mexico. 
Its o lies told about em. just like everythin’ else 
in the line of game. I was a-hunting deer, mostly, au 
antelope, an’ wasn't a-lookin’ specially fur b. 
But I saw enough of em to find out they’re just like 
all other game. The main thing they want is a chance 
to git out. They are about as wild as deer, and so much 
lower that you cant see em easy in the cactus an’ 
mescal, till they've heard or smeit you, or seen you, per- 
haps; an’ when they do, they are gone pretty near 45 
fast as any deer.

plies either spoiled or at low ebb, and a great part of

The settlers were divided into working squads of ten 
or fifteen, and after six hours’ work a day, were allowed 
to devote the rest of the time to pastimes and merry 
exercises. Nevertheless a fair proportion of work was 
exacted from each, Smith grimly assuring all in a public 
address that there were now no more “councilors to pro- 
tect them,” and establishing a bulletin board upon which 
1 ts of each man's performances were made pud- 

Is it possible, in considering these practical measares, 
to escape the conclusion that if Smith had been in con- 
trol from the beginning the lives of those lost in all 
these long months might have been saved? 

Despite Smith’s good management, however, he was 
unable to ind cut the thieves who were stealing arms, 
tools, and other things from the stores, and delivering 
them to the Dutch traitors with Powhatan. These men 
even laid a plot to capture Capt. Smith. The aitempt 
failed, and the spy from Powhatan escaped. But Smith 
sent twenty men after him, and was returning alone 
when he met the “King of Paspahegh, a most strong. 
stout savage.” This Indian tried hard to induce Smith 
to accompany him, meaning to betray him to those in 
hiding. Smith refused, and the Indian seeing him armed 
only with a sword, grappled him after having attempted 
to shoot him with one of the stolen guns or pistols. In 
their grapple neither could use a weapon, and they roiled 
into the river, the Indian meaning to drown him. Smith 
tad hold of the Indian’s throat, and strangled him until 
he was helpless. He was then about to behead bir 
when the chief begged for his life, and was taken to the 
fort and put in chains. Here soon afterwara the Dutch 
renegade was brought and tried for treachery. But 
while Smith was arranging an exchange of the capiured 
Indian for the Dutchmen with Powhatan, the Indian 
escaped, and though pursued, regained his own people. 
Ati expedition sent to retake him contented itself wich 
a few volleys, and returned; and then followed a petty 
warfare, in which several Indians were killed, their 
houses and canoes burned, and their fishing nets de- 
stroyed. Finally peace was concluded, because other- 
wise the Indians threatened to abandon the country— 
saying they could plant anywhere; atid there was no 
more trouble with the Paspaheghs so long as Smith re- 
mained in the country. , 

The explosion of some gunpowder which an Indian 
was trying to dry out in a breastplate, killed several of 
the natives, and the reputation of these marvels and oth- 
ers like them brought about a lasting peace, during 
which the colonists flourished. 

Three months of quiet work enabled the colonists 
properly directed to do much. They established the in- 
dustries that had been planned—among other things 
glassmaking. They dug a well within the walls of their 
fort; built twenty houses, and roofed the church; wove 
nets for fishing; built a blockhouse on the neck of land 
leading to Jamestown peninsula, to pass which was for- 
bidden without the president’s order; digged and planted: 


Two exploring expeditions were despatched to get 
news of any Roanoke colony survivors, but could find 
no traces of white men nor signs of any passage to the 
South Sea. 

All this time the traitor Dutchmen were intriguing to 
destroy the colony, as was revealed to Smith by certain 
of their confederates within the settlement; but it was 
impossible to apprehend them, though Powhatan pro- 
fessed he would not protect the traitors from the colo- 
nists. Besides, Capt. Smith had made himself so strong 
with the neighboring Indians that he no longer feared 
these men nor Powhatan himself, and therefore did not 
care to carry matters to a conclusion. '

When the fleet was sighted, Capt. Smith believed that

“Had it been so, 
we had been happy,” historian writes; for they were 
open fcemen, and trusted with

make us all their servants and slaves till they could con- | 
sume us and our remembrance; and rather indeed te 
supplant us than supply us.”

worthless rabble of ne’er-do-wells under control of his 
mischievous enemies, made themselves too troublesome, 
they were sternly checked, and the chief of them im- 
prisoned. For Smith now had the confidence and loyal 
support of the best men in the colony, and very sensibly 
refused to give up his office until his year of service was 
expired. 

When his time was nearly up, he made a choice of 
evils by offering the presidency to Martin; but, with 
some remnant of déecency, Martin resigned all claim 
within three hours, and went peaceably away to begin 
a new settlement at Nansemund, leaving the real master 
in control. This independent experiment soon proved 
Martin's incompetence, for having quarreled with the 
natives, he was attacked and driven away with the loss 
of most of his provisions in spite of a reinforcement 
sent from Jamestown. Martin came back with these 
soldiers, leaving his settlers to shift for themselves. 


Another party sent to the falls on the James River, 
under Capt. West, managed as badly; and when Cap“. 
Smith with five men went up the river to set things 
right, not only refused his aid, but mutinied against his 
authority, and forced him to return to the fort. Where- 
upon the Indians rose against the settlers at this outly- 
ing post, and, with a war party of twelve braves, de- 
stroyed the settlement and drove 120 Englishmen in 
panic through the woods. These fugitives found Capt. 
Smith, whose boat was aground, and under his protet- 
tion went back, were reéstablished in a new site, and 
peace was made with the savages. „ 


This settlement was called Non-such, and occupied the 
site of Richmond; but shortly afterward it was abar- 
doned, and the settlers went back to their old location. 


Capt. Smith, the ship having already gone, started in 
his boat for Jamestown; and on his way home, as he lay 
sleeping, a bag of gunpowder was accidentally (let us 
hope it was an accident) exploded, and the captain was 
go injured and burned that he leaped overboard, an! 
was only rescued with the greatest difficulty, being 
nearly drowned: Tortured by his wounds, he completed 
the hundred miles’ journey to Jamestown, and took to 
his bed. 

-When the time set for the trial of Ratcliffe and 
Archer approached, it is said that they tried to have 
Smith murdered in his bed; “but his heart did faile him 
that should have given fire to that merciless pistol.” 

The pistol was hardly necessary; for in his weakness 
Capt. Smith’s spirit was broken. He refused to let his 
followers take vengeance on his enemies, resigned his 
office, brought about the appointment of George Percy, 
an honest, capable gentleman, in his stead, and arranged 
to safl for England in one of the vessels that was about 
to leave. 

Of Capt. Smith, the writer of the history here asks: 

ings made justice his first guide and experience 
his second; ever hating baseness, sloth, pride, and un- 
worthiness more than any dangers; that never allowed 
more for himself than his soldiers with him; that upon 
no danger would send them where he would not lead 
them himself; that would never see us want what he had 
or could by any means get us; that would rather want 
than borrow, or starve than not pay; that loved action 
more than words. and hated falsehood and covetousness 
worse than death; whose adventures were our lives, and 
whose loss our deaths?” 5 
These are strong, brave words; but they would have 
been mere words except for the light thrown upon them 
by the subsequent history of Jamestown. It is useless 
to deny the claims of Capt. Smith to the credit of having 
established and maintained the colony, for upon his de- 
parture we know what happened. Fortunately, we are 
not compelled to read again the terrible annals of the 
“Starving Time.” It will be enough to recall that in 
half a year the £00 colonists had been reduced to sixty, 
and these, after being forced to cannibalism to sustain 
‘life, were only preserved from extinction by the com- 
ing of the missing ship's company from the Bermudas 
its escape being one of the most romantic and remark- 
able episodes of history. Upon the account of its voy- 
age it is believed that Shakespeare's “The Tempest” is 
founded. 

No other commentary than the fate of the settlers 
after his departure can say so much for the value of 
Capt. Smith tp the first English colony in America—the 
root and — whence our nation is derived.

forts that kills, but there is a hardening element in the 
Carving out of a home in a new land that often stultifies 
and gradually kills the higher type of home-making.

: A LAKE DISAPPEARS. 

All maps of Africa for nearly half a century have 
an oval-shaped lake a little to the southeast of 
large lake Nyassa ip the eastern part of the conti- 
nent. k has been known for forty-four years, since 
Livingstone discovered it in 1859, as Lake Shirwa. 

: It was about thirty miles long and from ten to fifteen 
miles wide. Many explorers have seen it and described 
ite shores, and ite lands and their journeys across it. 

The event that has been expected for the past twenty 
years has come at last. Letters received from the mis- 
sionaries in British Central Africa say that the lake 
may now be expunged from the maps, for Shirwa exists 
no longer. 

The last vestige of the water surface has disappeared. 
The bed of the lake is a little swampy at the places 
where the larger streams emptied into Shirwa, and here 
and there are spots that are soft, though not wet enough 
to be boggy. All the rest is solid ground which is 
rapidly becoming grass covered and is Crossed by the 
natives in all directions. 

Through the center of the lake extended a little chain 
of islands, Khisi, Tongwe and others. They now ap- 
pear as a range of hills rising a few hundred feet above 
the general level. 

The natives ascend their slopes to see where their 


cattle are grazing. Hundreds of the canoes which the | 


negroes used to paddle up and down the lake are now 
high on the banks or are scattered over the former lak 
bed. 
Lake Shirwa has succumbed to the prevailing altera- 
tion that has been obsérved for many years in a large 
area of innner Africa, and that has lowered and nar- 
rowed the water surface of many of the lakes. The 
meteorological causes which have induced this condi- 
tion are not understood, but the fact is plainly estab- 
lished that many lakes are receiving less water than 
they discharge or lose by evaporation.

The Covered Way. 


The siege of Schweidnitz by the Russians in 1762 is 
memorable for the progress it displayed In mining. A 
French engineer, Le Febre, acted for the besiegers, and 
“sprang globes of compression”—tightly-packed mines, 
containing a higher explosive than had been previously 
used. In 1794 the fortress of Bommel withstood a long 
siege, thanks to its skillfully-planned covered ways. The 
latter were first described by Tartagia, the Italian en- 
gineer, in 1554, and adopted by Vauban in his first sy2- 
tem, but this defence proved their apotheosis. The 
covered way meets the necessity of being able to assem- 
ble under cover from the enemy's fire the troops in- 
tended for a sortie, and to afford them, when repulsed, 
a place for reforming and checking the enemy's progress. 
It is a space ten yards in breadth, extending all round 
the work, between the edge of the counter-scarp of ihe 
ditch and the parapet which covers it.

greatest artillery discovery of modern times. While 
present at the siege of Gibraltar in 1783, Lieut. Shrapnel

Visir TO THE Touns OF RAMESES 
AND STATUE OF MEMNON.

AKING an early start, we left the litile town of 
Luxor and its majestic old ruined temples which 
are all that is left to mark the place where ancient 
Thebes with its hundred gates flourished in ihe height of — 
its glory 2000 years before the Christian era. Crossing 
the grand old Nile in native boats, we found our don- 
keys and attendant Arabs in waiting on the banks to 
take us to that place of mysteries, the graves of the 
kings that ruled Egypt when the world’s civilization was 
young. After the bickering, scolding and stronger lan- 
guage that is the rule with the donkey boys, was satis- 
factorily concluded, we finally mounted our little beasis 
and started on our way over the hot sands to the Libyan 
Mountains. After a jaunt of perhaps three-quarters of 
an hour, during which our sober donkey ride of the be- 
ginning resolved itself into an exciting race, we made 
our first stop at the Temple of Kooneh. This is an old 
ruin consisting of three rooms, with walls covered with 
Egyptian hieroglyphics and the whole fronted by a row 
of eight-fluted columns. It is in a fair state of preser- 
vation, and said to be ‘a Ptolemaic structure. Foity 
minutes more through the Valley of Bab-el-Malook 
brought us to the desolate, verdureless mountains in 
which the tombs are situated. We visited those of Ra- 
meses, third, fourth, sixth and ninth, section 1, with 
its long approach of stone steps beautifully hewn from 
the rock, and, to crown all, that of Amenophis the Great, 
discovered only about four years since. All of these 
burial chambers magnificent specimens of the gran- 
deur of the final ing places of those mighty kings, 
but that of A phis is by far the finest of them, and 
I will try to give a faint idea of its awe-inspiring dig- 
nity and magnificence. 
The entrance into the passage is about twelve feet 
square, and continues for several hundred feet; direct!7

ENGLISH CORRESPONDENT’S LET-

OSCOW, September, 1904.—It is said in Russia 
that one makes money in Moscow and spends it in 
St: Petersburg. One almost feels inclined, there- 
fore, to compare the two cities, as one does London with 
Paris, though this is hardly fair on Moscow; for, al-

It 
is a pity we have nothing to compare with them in Lon- 
don. This modernizing of the city has, however, not 
yet extended itself to the roadways, which are still in 
the same awful condition they were probably in when 


Napoleon’s soldiers marched to the walls of the Kremlin. }. 


Moscow is said to be not only the noisiest, but also the 
worst paved city in the world, and one can quite believe 
it; though to thoroughly test the accuracy of the state- 
ment, one must have driven 
droshky behind a fast horse, with a tsvorchik who fan- 
cies he can drive. “One wants a cast-iron liver and no 
drums to one’s ears to be able to really enjoy it,” as an 
American I have met here remarked to me. It is mar- 
vellous how they manage to construct vehicles to with- 
stand the severe and continual bumping over tbese ter- 
rible cobbles. While on the subject of vehicles, it is 
impossible to refrain from a word of admiration for the 


Petersburg also. Their kindness to their animals is pos- 
tively remarkable. Whips are everywhere conspicuous 
by their absence, and I don't suppose one could find half- 
a-dozen in the two cities. Nor are they required. judg- 
ing by the heart most of horses put into their work, 
y of the private vehicles 
dashing along the main streets. The horse flesh one 


generally of a quality and appearance that would glad- 
den the heart of any lover of horses. 

They tell me that the war has done a lot of harm to 
the various industries and the shopkeepers; one can. but 
wonder, then, what the place must look like in time of 
peace, for unless all this continua! traffic in the streets 
amounts to only “much ado about nothing,” there is not 
room for more outward signs of prosperity. True. the 
hotels are doing badly, as can only be expected, for tour- 
iste are the first to fight shy of a country which is in a 
disturbed state; but there still seem to be lots of people 
about with plenty of money to spend, war or no war, 
and the half an hour I passed the other day if one of 
the principal jeweler’s shops in the Bond street of Mos- 
cow was sufficient to convince me that things could not 
be so bad as they are painted, judging from the number 
of customers that came in during that time. 

Of the war itself still less is heard or seen here than 
in St. Petersburg—where, at any rate, one had the gov- 
ernment telegrams posted up at street corners to keep 
one au courant with the official version of events in the 


to indicate that anything out of the ordinary is pro- 
gressing, except that perhaps once or twice a day small 
square slips of paper, covered on one side only with 
printed matter in large type, are lasued by the newspa- 
pers as “special editions” and as such hawked about by 
the Moscow newsboys. The appearance of these specials 
excites no semblance of enthusiasm or the contrary 
among the phlegmatle crowd, which is probably by this 
time so accustomed to all the wonderful “official news” 
as to be satiated with it, or, as is more probable, does 
not believe in it any longer. . 

Of course, I do not take into account the cheap colored 
prints one sees in shop windows, and which are intended 
to represent how the battles are being fought and won 
by Russia. These terrible ions, which are per- 
haps more in evidence here than in the capital, are posi- 
tively beneath contempt. Yet they attract the ignorant 
moujik, and so, unfortunately, achieve their purpose. 

That the majority of the officers of all ranks and the 
upper classes generally know by now the real position of 
affairs is evident; and but a few minutes’ conversation 
is sufficient to convince one that they at last begin to 
recognize how black the future in the Far East looks for 
Russia.

“Riverside county produced $446,449;- San Diego 
county, $663,315; Orange, $1,029,435; Ventura, $714,766; 
Los Angeles, $2,549,128. This high value for Los An- 
Beles county is obtained in the production of asphaltum 
and petroleum, its gold and silver production falling 
far below that of San Bernardino, while this county has 
no production of petroleum or asphaltum. Ventura is 
the next leading borax producer, its output being val- 
ued at $140,000; while Riverside, the only other borax- 
producing county in the State, produced but $20,000 
worth. Taken as a whole the report is very favorable 
to this county, which is represented in all of the pre- 
cious metals. The total value of minerals mined in 
the State for 1903 was $37,759,040, while in 1902 the 
value reached $35,069,105.” 


Angora Goats. 


NGORA goats are to be added to the already nu- 
merous resources of the Imperial country, on the 
Colorado desert.

“Clarence E. Conant arrived at his ranch south of 
Imperial Sunday with a band of 1500 Angora goats.

The birds are kept separate and are inclosed in yards 
and houses at a little distance apart, that the pure 
bloods may not mix with the plebeian ter, fan tail, 
ring neck or otber well-known mongrels, and birds 
for breeding from either kinds may be obtained at vary- 
ing prices. The idea of keeping the birds inclosed is 
to guard against !oss, and also to do away with the 
possibility of complaint that they trespass on the 
neighboring grain fields and are thus supported without 
expense to the owner. A visit to these inclosures is 
well worth while, as within an area of perhaps 200 feet 
square are several thousand birds so aceustomed to the 
presence of man as to be absolutely fearless, flying 
about within easy reach of the hand or sitting demurely 
as if much interested in the visit from strangers, and 
anxious to krow what it can possibly mean. The ques- 
tion of health sad comfort of the birds is satisfactorily 
disposed of by a glance the occupants of the inclo- 
sures, which shows that all are in apparently perfect 
condition, with plump bodies and glossy plumage, prov- 
ing, if anything, that the birds thus cared for are in 
better care than birds allowed to roam at will and take 
chances. 


“Just another bit of Information to be picked up by 
a visit to the pigeon farm is the fact that the female 
bird lays just two eggs and then proceeds to sit, the 
process of incubation requiring seventeen days. The 
female bird cares for the young for six or seven days 
and then turns them over to the male, who accepts 
the onerous duties of provider for the young brood, and 
thenceforth feeds them with regularity. The birds are 
not difficult to please in the matter of where they lay 
their eggs, many of them laying on the ground and 
hatching their young right under foot without the pre- 
liminary work of building a nest. 


“The young birds or squabs are fit for market when 
four weeks old, and are considered one of the choicest 
morsels imaginable. The squabs are prepared for mar- 
ket by plucking and drawing, and after being allowed 
to cool are wrapped in waxed paper and packed in boxes 
‘of a dozen each and sent to the markets of Los Ange- 
les and Pasadena. The retail market price is $3 a 
dozen, but the wholesale figure is probably a shade less. 
Just now the Thompson ranch is sending out from 
thirty to forty dozen squabs a month and will, a little 
later, be able to supply a considerably greater quantity. 
It is hoped to make the venture an assured success in 
the near future, and the hope at present seems well 
founded, as there is a market for all the product in 
sight for years to come, the price will always be 
high enough to allow a fair margin of profit over cost 
of production. Besides the pigeon industry the Thomp- 
son ranch has a small dairy herd and has recently ad- 
ded a poultry department, which will be enlarged as 
soon as possible, and as a side issue has gone into the 
business of growing carnations, and has about one-third 
of an acre planted to some of the choicest verieties of 
this most beautiful flower, for which a market will be 
found in Riverside and other resorts during the winter 
months.”

Preserving Native Names. 
N effort t peink made, or renewed, to reiain the 
beautiful Spanish names of places in this State, the 
Postoffice Department being the last appealed to 

fog the preservation of the old names that are so musi- 

cal to those of us who have learned to cherish them. 

There are cases, however, where a complete change of 

names would sound better. The officers of the Pennsy!- 

vania State Grange live at Columbia Cross Roads, Go- 
shenville, Punxsutawney, Crooked Creek, Toughkena- 
mon, Wyosox, Warriors Mark, Catawissa, Townville, 

Tunkbannock and Thompsontown. Verily the farmers of 

Pennsylvania are a patient people to put up with this 

great handicap. The Grange meetings must consume a 

lot of valuable time in addressing the members with 

their unique postoffice appendages. 


Antelope Valley Crops. 
HE apples of the Antelope Valley are particularly 
fine this season in a majority of the orchards. In al! 
probability this section has produced commercially fruit 
that cannot be excelled in the country. The output Is 
not as large an that of last season. In spite of the fail- 


ure of the peach crop generally this locality reports sev- 


eral fine crops of this fruit. The valley has produced 
in some vineyards a splendid lot of table grapes, which 
were turned into wine. The tokays were of such excel- 
lence that a record was made for size and quality, but 
the growers have not yet developed a market for this 
fruit. What to do with the birds and squirrels is the 
question that is agitating the almond growers upon iso- 
lated ranches, superior crops having been almost ru- 
ined by the depredations of these pests. 


French Walnut Crop. 


HE latest consular advices are that this year's walnut 
crop wil] be early, the fruit now being ripe and 
on the way to market. While the kernels promise to 
be healthy, the total yield will be small, the prolonged 


dry weather having caused a great falling of the nuts. 


The total quantity available for exportation to this 
country will not exceed 12,000 bales. The orchard price 
will average about $16 per 100 kilos (220 pounds.) The 
freight rate from Marseilles to New York including 
loading charges, is $8.70 per ton. This brings the whole- 
sale price delivered at New York to about 7 2-3 cents per 
pound for the average commercial quality of French 
walnuts. As this price is somewhat steady, it demon- 
strates the superior value of California walnuts the 


prices on which range from 9 to 12 cents per pound in 


carioad lots, and last season exceeded these figures.

Horticultural Humbug. | : 
N eastern propagator of fruits has hit the high mark 
for absurdity in advertising a new variety of seediess 

apple. This department has gained some commendation 

for exposing arrant humbugging put forth in the name 
of horticultural science, and may have done a little to-

. ers of new varieties of fruits and grains. The above 


‘mentioned propagator says his new seedless apple was 
originated by inserting the grafting scions top end down. 
No doubt one could expect any kind of a freak from a 
union of this kind, if the scion would grow. Who be- 
lieves the laws of nature could be reversed in this way? 
Why not as well plant the tree roots in air and tops in 


the soil? Some frauds are so patent that no one can be 
caught with them—even those who believe in divining 


rods, killing insects by inserting calomel in a hole in the 
body of the tree, or originating new varieties by joining 
the halves of two buds of different varieties. Do not 
bite when the new eastern, seedless apple trees are 
offered at $1.50 each. |

Blocking Country Roads. 


HE general public have as yet little comprehension

Not only-have these men 
introduced the elements of a general road blocking sys- 
tem similar to street numbering, but they have through 
the Supervisors improved the “road intelligence” in the 
placing of sign boards and the marking of distances. 
Another great assistance in finding farmers is the plac- 
ing of mall boxes along the rural mall routes. When- 
ever Uncle Sam's messengers distribute the mall afield 
one may read the name of each ranch owner upon his 
mail box at the front line of the farm. Verily the city 
and the country are rapidly lessening the old distinctive 
characteristics. 


Bacteria Free of Charge. 
N the latest circular on crimson clover the Department 
of Agriculture promises to send inoculating material 
to farmers free of charge. All inquiries should be ad- 
dressed to the Bureau of Plant Industry, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. I suggest the 
California farmers take advantage of this offer and in- 
troduce this great nitrogen-fixing element into all 
poorer soils.

FRUIT INTERESTS. 
A Moderate Cranberry Crop. 

HE marked shortage in the yield of cranberries in 

New Jersey is pulling down sharply the total crop of 
the Uniied States. Of only secondary importance in this 
direction is the damage to the Wisconsin crop by August 
frosts, noted at the time in American Agriculturist, and 
again at the opening of last week, this time in the Cam- 
eron district. While these facts are now well estab- 
lished, it is difficult to estimate, the middle of Septem- 
ber, the cranberry crop of the United States in bushels, 
as much depends upon the holding off of frosts in east- 
ern sections. It~will be repalled that a year ago the 
New Jersey crop turned out Jarger than at one time 
seemed possible, due chiefly to the fact that frost heid 
off some days after it was expected, enabling pickers to 
harvest a good many berries in the aggregate. The situ- 


ation in New England and Long Island is measurably 


favorable, and while some sections are yielding poorly, 


the prospect is for a good ultimate out-turn. 


At this date it seems probable that the cranberry crop 
of the United States, will approximate 9 bushels, 
against 935,000 bushels one year ago, 675,000 in 1902, and 
what may be regarded as a bumper crop of 1,000,000 
bushels or over. In this connection it may be stated that 
the estimate of the American Cranberry Growers’ As- 
scciation, made public early this month, places the crop 
somewhere around 850,000, distributed as follows: New 
Jersey, 250,000; New England and New York, 525,000; 
Wisconsin, 75,000 bushels.—[Fruitman’s Guide. 


THE DAIRY. 
Good Rules for Milk Farmers. 


ALT should always be accessible. Stables should be 

well ventilated, lighted and drained; should have 
tight floors and walls, and be plainly constructed. 
Whitewash the stables once or twice a year. Do not 
compe] cows to go faster than a comfortable walk. 

Do not use wooden pails. Discard all rusty pails, cans 
or stirring utensils. They.should be emptied as soon 
as it arrives at the farm. Milk cans and pails should be 
washed with a brush and lukewarm water, in which a lit- 
tle sal soda has been dissolved, then scalded and placed 
on their sides in the sun. Scour with salt occasionally. 
Do not use a cloth to either wash or wipe utensils. Al- 
ways wipe cows’ udders, flanks and teats before milking. 
‘Milk with clean, dry hands. Milk quietly, quickly, 
cleanly and thoroughly. 

A person suffering from any disease, or who has been 
exposed to a contagious disease, should remain away 
from cows and milk.+ | 


Milk should always be strained and cooled by dipping, 


after milking. It should always be aired where the air 
is pure—at least fifty feet (or more if possible) from 
any swill barrel, hog pen, hog yard, feed trough, barn- 
yard, milking yard, or dusty road. 8 

Two or three thicknesses of cheesecloth make a good 
‘strainer. Cloth strainers should always be thoroughiy 
washed, then boiled and hung in a pure atmosphere to 
dry. — 

Never dump warm milk into a can and leave it over 
night without straining, aérating and cooling. Never 
mix fresh, warm milk with that which has been cooled. 
Overripe milk is caused by leaving or keeping it at too 
high a temperature. 

In warm weather the milk should be cooled by setting 
the pails or cans in cold water while it is being aérated. 
Cool to 65 degrees inside of half an hour.

ered with a clean robe or blanket, and not disturbed un- 
til Monday morning. |

IRRIGATION. | 
Changing the Course of Nature. 


HE project for storing the flood waters of the Milk 

River in northern Montana, under the direction of 
District Engineer Cyrus C. Babb of the United States 
Reclamation Service, is one of the first great works in- 
vestigated by the government engineers, even before 
the passage of the Nationa] Irrigation Act. This in- 
volves huge dams and canals, and will reclaim, when 
carried to full completion, a very large grea—probably 
half a million acres—of exceedingly rich land in the al- 
ready famous Milk River Valley. It will be a famous 
engineering exploit, by which the water now flowing 


into the Saskatchewan, and thence into Hudson Bay, 
will be carried into the Missouri Basin and ultimately 


stirring and surrounding by cold water immediately 


Saturday night’s and Sunday morning's milk should | 


reach the Gulf of Mexico. The government has also 

taken up the Fort Buford project in eastern Montana and 
North Dakota, and is likewise preparing to spend $2,500,- 
000 in the Wyoming-Shoshone project, which will re- 
claim some of the lands of Southern Montana. These 
are the most advanced of the government works. In 
various other parts of the State the national hydrograph- 
ers are making reconnoissances and surveys, investi- 
gating reservoir sites and reclaimable areas. 


A serious menace, however, to the agricultural future 
of the State lies in the tendency to land absorption into 
immense private holdings, which have resulted largely 
through the abuse of the Desert Land Act and the com- 
muters’ clause of the Homestead Act, under which gov- 
ernment land is entered by speculators and dummies and 
not by actual settlers. W. W. Wooldridge, president of 
the Montana Fruit Growers’ Association, in a recent 
address, cited eleven great ranches in Montana with an 
average acreage each of 55,000 and showed statistically 
the greater benefit which would have come to the State 
had these been settled up into several thousand small 
farms and occupied by settlers and their families. There 
seems to be a strong sentiment throughout the State for 
the repeal of these laws, leaving only the original home- 
stead law, which has worked so successfully in building 
up coéperative irrigation colonies in the Milk River Vak 
ley.— [Forestry and Irrigation.

It is 
said by a competent judge that his hundred pages con- 
dense more practical information than will probably be 
found in a hundred volumes of later writers. In his 
artes on fallowing, he says: “The greater the clodes 
the better the wheate, for the clodes kepe the wheate 
warme all wynter, and at Marche they will meite and 
breake and fal in manye small peces, the which is a 
new dongynge and refreshynge of the corne.” Of the 
duties of the housewife he says she is to “make her hus- 
band and herself somme clothes and she may have the 
locKkes of the shepe to make blankettes.

Fashions in Medicine. ; 


S The Times has frequently remarked, there are 
fashions in medicine as well as in dress—and they 
change almost as frequently. A writer in Medical 
Talk recently contributed the following sensible re- 
marks on this subject. It is indeed absurd for any 
physician to claim that medicine, as it is practiced to- 
day, is an exact science, or anything like it: 
“Happening to pick up an old medical journal dated 
back ten or fifteen years, we began, out of curiosity, to 


read the ads. There were remedies advertised for con- 


sumption, for hay fever, for coughs, for kidney dis- 


| ease, for skin diseases, remedies to make people fat. 


“They were not patent medicines either, but regular 
medicines for the use of the ‘regulars only“ Each one 
of these remedies was lauded as a new one. Just dis- 
covered. Freshly compounded and lately conceived. 
Each one was recommended in no uncertain terms. A 
positive remedy, an unfailing specific. At last they had 
hit the mark. They had consummated in each instance 


what*the profession had been aiming to do for so long. 


All this and more. No disease was omitted. No ail- 
ment worth mentioning was overlooked. -Everything 
was curable. A remedy at hand for each disease. 

“No doubt the projectors of these remedies were sin- 
cere in every word they said. Each doctor who indited 
these Optimistic accounts thought he wae telling the 
truth and nothing but the truth. 

“All these curious and enthusiastic . passed under 
our vision one by one as we leafed over the pages of 
the medical journals published in 1884. 

“Going back further in our files, we discovered an 
older medical journal; 1870 was the date. Here we 
found another array of remedies recommended wiih 
the same furore and firmness. No uncertainty, every 
thing sure, all diseases curable. 

“The strange part of it is that not a single remedy 
found mention in 1884 that was so faithfully extolled 
in 1870. Not a single one. The same diseases were 
cured. The same language was used to convey the 
enthusiasm of the writer, but not one of the remedies 
appeared. 

“Carrying my investigation a little further I picked 
up a late medical journal, July, 1903. I glanced over its 
advertisements. There were remedies for kidney dis- 
ease, remedies for consumption, remedies for hay fever. 
skin diseases. The list of diseases the same as in the 
older magazines, the same cocksure statements as to 
the operation of the remedies, but not a single remedy 
looked familiar. New remedies all through. 

.“What became of those old remedies? Those of 1884 
ond the other ones of 1870? Where did they go? 

“The same eminent authorities that recommended 
the ones of 1870 recommended the ones of 1884. The 
same dignified college professors that are yawping 
themselves inic hysterics today over some new cure 
were vociferating over an entirely different cure in 
1884. 

What became of those old remedies? Where are hee 
now? Are any of the doctors using them? Have they 
been entirely forgotien? Could one of them be = 
chased for love or money? 


“The remedies of 1870 passed into oblivion with all 
the high-sounding phrases through which they were in- 
troduced. Slowly but surely.a. new set off remedies 
arose until, in 1884, the old faces had all disappeared and 
different ones had come on the scene of action. 

“In 1903 we have still a different set. What will hap- 
pen to these remedies? Will they, too, pass like the 
rest? 

“Certainly they will. Of course they will. The jingo 
and jingle by which they are described and recom- 
mended will soon be forgotten. Sample bottles that are 
so fondly sent to professors for trial will be broken and 
the pieces gathered up, toted away to some glass works 
where they will be made over into other bottles which
